WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate and 
House Democratic leaders told President 
Carter today they should have been brought 
into discussions on emergency natural gas 
legislation earlier. 
After putting the price lid back on 
gasoline, Carter is considering taking the 
lid off natural gas prices in an effort to cope 
with a shortage that has closed schools and 
caused layoffs of as many as 500,000 
workers. 
Carter’s top energy adviser, James R. 
Schlesinger, worked with congressional 
committee staffs on Monday to draw up 
possible emergency legislation aimed at 
easing the natural gas problems, which 
have been aggravated by this winter's 
bitter cold. 
Senate Majority Leader Robert C. Byrd, 
D.-W.Va., said he and House Speaker 
Thomas P. O’Neill urged Carter in the fu­ 
ture to include the party leadership in 
legislative discussions at the same time as 
committee chairmen involved. 
Byrd talked with newsmen after a 
Democratic leadership meeting at the 
White House with Carter at which Byrd said 
the current gas shortage and other matters 
were discussed. 
He said the first he knew of ad­ 
ministration efforts to develop emergency 
natural gas legislation was what he read in 
the newspapers and added that so far as he 
knew Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III, D+Ill., 
chairman of a Senate Commerce subcom­ 
mittee, was the only Congress member 
consulted. 
Byrd said it was appropriate that 
Stevenson be consulted but added he and 
O’Neill felt that they also should have been 
included. He said he also suggested to 
Carter that other Congress members 


knowledgeable in the energy field should 
have been consulted at an early stage. 
One reason the leadership should have

previously, Byrd said, was that they could 
have advised Carter which additional 
Senate and House members to consult. 
Byrd professed not to know any details of 
the emergency gas legislation or when it 
will be submitted to Congress. 
Congressional sources said the proposals 
may urge the temporary removal of federal 
price controls on natural gas transported 
between states, and may propose allowing 
gas pipeline companies to shift supplies 
among themselves to alleviate the worst 
shortages. 
The White House said Monday night that 
Carter had not received or studied the 
proposals. 
The proposals would not necessarily end 
the current crisis but could prompt sup­ 
pliers to move more gas onto the market — 
if they have it. 
Carter on Monday rescinded former 
President Gerald Ford’s proposll to end 
price controls on gasoline, saying he wanted 
more time to review the action. Congress 


had been expected to kill the proposal 
anyway. Critics said it could raise prices at 
the pump by several cents. 


The White House said the President was 
not committing himself for or against 
gasoline decontrol. A Carter spokesman 
noted the natural gas shortage could affect 
the gasoline market because refineries may 
have to reduce production of gasoline in 
order to turn out more heating fuels. That 


could make the retention of price controls 
even more important in the immediate 
future, the White House said. 


The Federal Power Commission said its 
reports from pipeline companies showed 
shutdowns and layoffs involving possibly as 
many as a half million workers. At least 
40,000 students still were out of school 
because of the gas situation, the FPC said. 


The FPC said plant shutdowns appeared 
most severe in Mississippi, Alabama, 
Georgia, the Carolinas, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio. 
Scattered 
plant closings were 
reported in New Jersey, Maryland, West 
Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, Illinois and 
Indiana.

Carter is mostly negative in Sikeston, at 
least among persons who have been in 
military service. 
“I can’t feel it’s a wise thing to do,” said 
Hal F. Robertson, 102» N. Kingshighway, 
deputy adjutant general of the Missouri 
National Guard. But he added, “I would 
assume the President has more information 
to permit him to make a better judgment. ” 
He said the pardon would have an impact 
on the use of the draft to build future ar­ 
mies. 
Mike Bollinger, 412 Pam St., who spent a 
year in Vietnam at Chu Lai as an engineer, 
agreed

“I didn’t think it was such a great idea,” 
he said of the pardon.

Wellborn also said that when the country 
starts fighting a war, no one knows if it is 
the right war or the wrong war; but the 
pardon makes it more likely that many men 
will choose to evade the draft. 
Mrs. Sibyl Woodward, 424 Fletcher St., 
whose son Steven served in Vietnam, said 
she was against the pardon because "too 
many mothers lost sons over there. ” 
“ I climbed a mountain the whole time he 
was over there...Think of the mothers who 
lost sons,” she said, adding that they could 
have gone to Canada instead of fighting for 
their country.

pardon was coming no matter who was 
elected president.

AMERICA’S NOMADS 
MOVE UP IN CLASS 
Another idea that Americans have about themselves 
has succumbed to scientific scrutiny. This is the notion 
that the rootlessness of people in modern society is to 
blame for much of today’s unrest and social ills. 
The American population is not moving any more than 
it used to. In fact it could probably solve many of its 
problems if it were more willing to accept moving as a 
solution, argue University of California sociologists 
Claude Fischer and Ann Stueve. 
After reviewing many studies and reports on moving 
patterns, they suggest it is only a historical myth that 
most of our ancestors lived and died in a single place, 
amid relations and neighbors. 
Research into parish records, tax registers and census 
data indicates that the trend — if there is any long- term 
trend over the last two centuries — has either been no 
increase in mobility or a decrease, they report in the 
social science magazine New Society. 
Although about 40 to 60 per cent of an average 
American town's population leaves every 10 years, this 
figure has remained roughly the same for more than 150 
years. What has changed is the type of person who has 
been moving. 
Previously, movers were most often poorer people who 
were "pushed” from their homes by economic failure, 
social unrest and other difficulties. 
Today, however, movers are more likely to be 
wealthier people who have been "pulled” from their 
homes by opportunities for economic advancement, 
better housing and more pleasant surroundings. 
Dramatic accounts of the problems of "nomadic” 
executives and their families have misled us, say these 
researchers. For the most part, moving does not have ill 
effects. Instead, it is usually a postive, freely chosen 
change in people’s lives. 
In worse straits than movers, they say, are people who 
should and would move but cannot — for example, 
unemployed people in economically depressed com­ 
munities, elderly homeowners in deteriorating neigh­ 
borhoods or overgrown families in cramped quarters.

OUT OF PRINCIPLE 
Unable to get any satisfaction from the telephone 
companies, a number of women who want their names 
listed in the telephone book have taken their case to the 
feds. They have been joined by the women’s movement, 
including the National Organization of Women and 
Women’s Equity Action League. 
Hie plaintiffs have filed a petition with the Federal 
Communications Commission asking the FCC to order 
telephone companies to grant, upon request, separate 
free listings for both adult members of a household. 
Hie time- honored practice has been to give only one 
free listing for each telephone, usually in the husband’s 
name. (The listing is not "free,” of course, but is part of 
the subscription charge.) 
It is not just a matter of sexual equality. The women’s 
organizations complain, no doubt with much 
justification, that they are forced to spend much un­ 
necessary time, effort and money tryin to locate women 
whose names aren’t in the book. Unless they know the 
husband’s name, it can be impossible. 
The companies claim that if they had to give every 
subscriber who wanted one a second listing, the cost of 
producing directories would be greatly increased. Large 
or small, this cost would naturally be spread around to 
every other subscriber. 
There’s an extremely simple solution to the problem: 
The telephone company will be glad to give you as many 
extra listings as you want — if you pay for diem. The 
charge ranges from 27 cents a month in New Jersey to $1 
a month in New York. 
Even the latter would seem to be modest enough 
amount for any woman who, for ego satisfaction or the 
convenience of people trying to locate her or for 
professional reasons, feels she needs her own listing. 
But obviously, it’s not the money; it’s the principle of 
the thing. And as we know from history, most of the 
world’s troubles have been caused by people acting out of 
principle, and dragging everybody else willy-nilly along 
with them.

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Simon Warns of Worldwide Depression

WASHINGTON - Ex-Treas­ 
ury Secretary William Simon 
has left his successors with a 
sober warning about the danger 
of a worldwide depression. 
In private briefings, he re­ 
ported that the current econom­ 
ic pickup may be a false boom, 
that the financial stability of the 
Western world is “shaky” and 
that an economic setback could 
precipitate a depression within 
four years. 
As evidence, he delivered to 
the new administration a set of 
grim documentswhich predict 
declining economic growth and 
continuing inflation in most in­ 
dustrial countries. The papers 
are stamped “Confidential" to 
permit a frank analysis of eco­ 
nomic conditions in other na­ 
tions. 
The documents, prepared by 
Treasury Department experts, 
raise a number of red flags 
First Red Flag: Several 
countries have borrowed so 
heavily to finance their deficits 
that they have reached their 
limit. They can no longer go to 
the private financial institutions, 
which have been the source of 
more than 75 per cent of these 
loans. Yet there is “no realistic 
prospect" of replacing the pri- 


vate loan market. 
A confidential analysis warns, 
therefore, that “the international 
financial system may face 
severe strains during 1977.” 
These strains will be “severely 
aggravated” if oil prices con­ 
tinue to soar. 
The world payments pattern, 
states the document, “strikingly 
resembles that of 1974, the first 
year of high oil prices." Even a 
modest oil increase of 7 or 8 per 
cent, the document predicts, will 
send the deficit of the Western 
industrial countries plunging 
another $52 billion. 
This could be a greater debt 
than the industrial countries can 
absorb without a financial 
breakdown, the analysis sug­ 
gests. 
Second Red Flag: Despite 
the lagging economic growth, 
many countries are in willing or 
unable “to resist political pres­ 
sures” for continuing the rapid 
improvements in living stan­ 
dards. 
These countries have relied 
heavily on external financing “to 
maintain and increase consump­ 
tion levels.” The documents sug­ 
gest forcefully that nations can­ 
not go on borrowing to improve 
living standards. The money can 


never be paid back, the Treas­ 
ury experts contend, unless it is 
invested in production instead of 
consumption. 
Third Red Flag: Several in­ 
dustrial nations, short of money 
and unable to borrow, will be 
compelled to adopt “adjustment 
policies." According to the docu­ 
ments, this should have the 
effect of slamming the brakes on 
economic development 
Therefore, “the world econo­ 
my is likely to experience slower 
rates of real growth in 1977" The 
Treasury experts predict the 
growth rates will be less than 
their original projections. “For 
the industrial world ...” they 
write, “we are estimating real 
growth on the order of 5 and one 
half to 6 per cent in 1976 but only 
3 to 5 per cent in 1977.” 
Fourth Red Flag: Normally, 
an economic slowdown will 
force down prices. But the 
Treasury experts report that “in­ 
flation rates continue to remain 
disturbingly high in the in­ 
dustrial world.” 
They anticipate a slight drop 
from a “projected" 9 per cent for 
1976 to “perhaps” 8 per cent in 
1977. This means people will 
have to pay higher prices in 1977, 
without the higher income to 
meet their bills. 
Citing the problem countries, 
the Treasury reports that Great 
Britain's financial plight “has 
worsened progressively during 
1976." The exchange rate “has 
plunged from a March level of 
$2.02 to a current value of about 
$1.62” in spite of massive bor­ 
rowing. 
Yet the Treasury is satisfied 
that the British have taken “im­ 
portant first steps in the right 
direction to restore confidence in 
the exchange rate, which mir-

Unless the 
government is willing to ban 
cigarettes outright as a public 
health hazard, it should limit 
itself in its attempts to regulate 
the individual habits of citizens. 
The ban on advertising is wrong.

WALKING WITH CARTER 
WASHINGTON— Everyone in 
Washington is still talking about 
President and Mrs. Carter’s 
walk from the Capitol to the 
White House, and Carter wat­ 
chers are still asking, "Why did 
he do it?”.

AMERICA’S NOMADS 
MOVE UP IN CLASS 
Another idea that Americans have about themselves 
has succumbed to scientific scrutiny. This is the notion 
that the rootlessness of people in modern society is to 
blame for much of today’s unrest and social ills. 
The American population is not moving any more than 
it used to. In fact it could probably solve many of its 
problems if it were more willing to accept moving as a 
solution, argue University of California sociologists 
Claude Fischer and Ann Stueve. 
After reviewing many studies and reports on moving 
patterns, they suggest it is only a historical myth that 
most of our ancestors lived and died in a single place, 
amid relations and neighbors. 
Research into parish records, tax registers and census 
data indicates that the trend — if there is any long- term 
trend over the last two centuries — has either been no 
increase in mobility or a decrease, they report in the 
social science magazine New Society. 
Although about 40 to 60 per cent of an average 
American town’s population leaves every 10 years, this 
figure has remained roughly the same for more than 150 
years. What has changed is the type of person who has 
been moving. 
Previously, movers were most often poorer people who 
were “pushed” from their homes by economic failure, 
social unrest and other difficulties. 
Today, however, movers are more likely to be 
wealthier people who have been “pulled” from their 
homes by opportunities for economic advancement, 
better housing and more pleasant surroundings. 
Dramatic accounts of the problems of “nomadic” 
executives and their families have misled us, say these 
researchers. For the most part, moving does not have ill 
effects. Instead, it is usually a postive, freely chosen 
change in people’s lives. 
In worse straits than movers, they say, are people who 
should and would move but cannot — for example, 
unemployed people in economically depressed com­ 
munities, elderly homeowners in deteriorating neigh­ 
borhoods or overgrown families in cramped quarters.

The 
charge ranges from 27 cents a month in New Jersey to $1 
a month in New York,

convenience of people trying to locate her or for 
professional reasons, feels she needs her own listing 
But obviously, it’s not the money; it’s the principle of 
the thing And as we know from history, most of the 
world’s troubles have been caused by people acting out of 
principle, and dragging everybody else willy-nilly along 
with them.

Missouri’s legislators will in­ 
troduce several innovative 
welfare bills this session but 
the most important welfare 
proposals are those that strive 
merely to follow federal 
regulations. 
Easily the most pressing 
welfare legislation awaiting 
Missouri 
lawmakers this 
session concerns the state’s 
non-compliance with a new 
federal 
child 
support 
program. 
Last session, the Senate 
failed to pass a law to bring 
Missouri in compliance with 
Title IV-D of the Social 
Security 
Act. Title IV-D 
requires 
that 
the 
state 
establish a separate child sup­ 
port program and add ad­ 
ditional 
e lig ib ility 
requirements to the ADC 
program. 
Title IV-D requires that the 
state must make an effort to 
locate parents who have 
deserted their children and 
are liable for their support. 
As a result of the state’s non- 
compliance, it is expected to 
lose $4.4 million and, if no bill 
is passed this session, risks 
the loss of the entire federal 
share of Missouri’s Aid to 
Dependent Children program 
(ADC) — or about $80 million. 
Gov. Joe Teasdale said in 
his legislative message that he 
supports a bill introduced by 
Sens. John Schneider, D- 
Florrisant and James Con­ 
way, D-St. Louis that would 
put Missouri in compliance. 
If their bill isn’t satisfac­ 
tory, Senate Minority Floor 
Leader Paul Bradshaw, R- 
Springfield, 
is 
also 
in­ 
troducing a Title IV-D com­ 
pliance measure. 
Ironically, it was Bradshaw, 
along with Sen. Richard Web­ 
ster, 
R-Carthage, 
who 
filibustered the bill to death 
during the last hours of the 
last legislative session. 
. Bradshaw opposed the com­ 
pliance measure then because 
it failed to include a rule 
requiring stepfathers living 
with stepchildren responsible 
for those children. Without the 
stepparent clause, Bradshaw 
says, a stepfather could earn 
$50,000 yearly and the state 
could still dole out ADC 
payments. 
Bradshaw claims that the 
stepparent clause would save 
the state about $4 million a 
year. 
Another federal compliance 
bill — this one dealing with 
Medicaid — is being in­ 
troduced 
by 
Sen. 
Harry 
Wiggins, D-Kansas City, along 
with nine co-sponsors. The bill 
would provide that medical 
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assistance benefit payments 
to eligible needy persons 
would include all in-patient 
and out-patient hospital ser­ 
vices which are approved as 
medically necessary. 
The medical assistance bill 
would require an estimated 
state 
expenditure of $6.7 
million dollars to gain a 
possible $50 million in federal 
aid. A similar bill passed the 
Senate two years ago and 
passage is expected again this 
session. The bill’s fate in the 
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House, however, is uncertain. 
A bill introduced by Rep. 
Russell Goward, D-St. Louis 
will “strengthen social ser­ 
vices for the protection of 
dependent, neglected or ex­ 
ploited adults.” 
Ewing Gourley, Director of 
the Division of Family Ser­ 
vices, supports the bill, saying 
that it will increase the 
amount of emergency treat­ 
ment the division can give. 
Rep. William Raisch, R- 
Affton, has introduced a bill 


that would establish care 
facilities for the elderly and 
provide for in-home services. 
The bill aims to care for the 
elderly and 
reduce 
the 
placement of the aged in boar­ 
ding and nursing homes. 
Rep. Raisch has also in­ 
troduced a bill that would 
enable the Department of 
Social Services to establish an 
office of public guardian. The 
guardian would take charge of 
the estates of elderly people in 
need of such a service. 


The guardian would also 
have the power to intervene in 
court cases where a privately 
appointed guardian is not 
properly fulfilling his duties. 
Elderly persons would also 
enjoy lower electricity rates if 
a bill introduced by Rep. 
James Riley, D-Richmond 
Heights, is passed. The bill 
would require the Public Ser­ 
vice Commission to set elec­ 
trical service rates at no more 
than three cents per kilowatt 
hour. 


In other welfare legislation, 
Sen. Wiggins is the sponsor of 
a bill that would protect the 
right of access to public ac­ 
commodations to blind people. 
Rep. Goward is introducing 
legislation that would exempt 
the value of a person’s home 
from consideration in deter­ 
mining eligibility for welfare 
payments.

session concerns the state's 
non-compliance with a new 
federal

program. 
I^ast session, the Senate 
failed to pass a law to bring 
Missouri in compliance with 
Title 
IV-D 
of 
the 
Social 
Security 
Act. 
Title 
IV-D 
requires that 
the 
state 
establish a separate child sup­ 
port program and add ad­ 
d itio n a l 
e lig ib ility 
requirements 
to 
the 
ADC 
program. 
Title IV-D requires that the 
state must make an effort to 
locate 
parents 
who 
have 
deserted their children and 
are liable for their support. 
As a result of the state’s non- 
compliance, it is expected to 
lose $4 4 million and, if no bill 
is passed this session, risks 
the loss of the entire federal 
share of Missouri’s Aid to 
Dependent Children program 
i ADC) — or about $80 million. 
Gov. Joe Teasdale said in 
his legislative message that he 
supports a bill introduced by 
Sens. 
John 
Schneider, 
D- 
Florrisant and James Con­ 
way, D-St. I^ouis that would 
put Missouri in compliance. 
If their bill isn’t satisfac­ 
tory, Senate Minority Floor 
Leader Paul Bradshaw, R- 
Springfield, 
is

pliance measure. 
Ironically, it was Bradshaw, 
along with Sen. Richard Web­ 
ster, 
R-Carthage, 
who 
filibustered the bill to death 
during the last hours of the 
last legislative session.

In other welfare legislation, 
Sen.

NEW YO RK(AP) — Super Bowl hero Fred Biletnikoff considers 
the Pro Bowl a tail to the pro football season that should be either 
retailored or chopped off completely. 
"The season is too long an demanding already,” the rangy wide 
receiver of the champion Oakland Raiders said. “ If the Pro Bowl 
must continue I think two changes should be made: 
“ One, the teams should be picked by the players alone, not the 
coaches; two, the prize money should be increased to make playing 
in the game worthwhile. 
“ As it is, players who don’t qualify for the playoffs are compelled 
to keep in shape for an extra month. The players’ purse is ridiculous. 
When I played in Miami, it cost me $800 out of my pocket. ” 
Biletnikoff said if the team selections were confinedto the players 
there would be a greater number of younger men chosen. 
“ The inclination has been,” he added, “ to keep bringing back the 
same old names because they are better known to the public. From 
experience, I have found that most players are tired of football by 
the time they reach the game. They just go through the motions. 
None wants to take a chance on getting hurt.” 
He defended those players who have been criticized for not 
competing once picked. Fran Tarkenton, quarterback of Min­ 
nesota’s beaten Super Bowl Vikings, came in for particular abuse 
this year for begging off. “ It’s unfair,” Biletnikoff said. “ Nobody 
should feel bound to play. ” 
The current Pro Bowl pay scale is $2,000 for each man on the 
winning team, $1,500 for the losers. The game is anti-climactic 
although it produces revenue for the players' pension fund.

Holidays are the burglars’ 
busiest times. 
From Ju ly to the end of 
. September, Paris and its sub­ 
urbs are the happy hunting 
grounds of professional and 
amateur housebreakers. Last 
summer alone, some 200,000 
break-ins were reported here. 
This sign of the tim es, 
‘perhaps the result of an 
affluent society, engendered 
the proliferation of firm s 
specializing in anti-burglary 
devices, some guaranteed to 
halt any attempt at breaking 
into a home. 
The situation has led to the 
distribution by the police of 
warnings and instructions to 
too-confident house owners, 
shoppers, as w ell as to 
travelers and unsuspecting 
pedestrians. 
Explained in detail are the 
methods of thieves operating 
in 
the 
m e tro , 
p u b lic 
transports, 
crowded areas, 
department stores and super­ 
markets. Also outside banks, 
social security centers and 
post offices where citizens, 
often pensioners, are followed 
and divested of their money. 
People are warned that it is 
better to be accompanied by a 
friend or relative, if a 
relatively important sum of 
money is concerned. 
Women are told, in streets 
and avenues, to carry their 
purses or baskets on the side 
bordered by buildings and to 
watch out for motorcyclists 
riding against the traffic, who 
may reach out to snatch purse 
or package. 
A g a in , 
p o lice 
w arn 
householders never to keep 
large sums of money at home, 
ana to have a peephole install­ 
ed in the front door. The next 
must is to install an inside 
safety catch which allows the 
householder to open the door 
only a few inches, preventing 
anyone forcing an entrance. 
It is also advised to ask to 
„see the credentials of any 
strange visito rs, man or 
woman, whatever the mis­ 
sion. In the case of an official 
identity card holder, be 
careful to shut the door behind 
you and fix the security bolt 
yourself. Never allow an un­ 
known person alone in a room 
and arrange to have all of­ 
ficial papers, such as identity 
card, permits, tax receipts, 
bank statements ready at 
hand and, above all, never 
anywhere where you may 
keep ready cash. 
In the event of men claim ­ 
ing to having been called in to 
do urgent repairs of which you 
have not been informed, ask 
them to come back accom­ 
panied by the jan ito r or 
su p e rin te n d e n t of the 
building. 
If, in spite of a ll these 
precautions you are victim of 
a holdup, do not panic. Inform 
the police immediately. 
O ut of the countless 
crim inal cases judged during 
the first nine months of 1976, 
statistics show that 78 per 
cent concerned burglaries, 
many coupled with violence. 
It is no wonder that there 
are few householders today 
bereft of any means of protec­ 
tion. There are consequently a 


thousand and one gadgets on 
the market. It is a common 
occurrence to receive anti­ 
theft publicity in one's m ail. 
The appliances range from 
the armored front door to a 
radar signal, from a strident 
alarm to tear gas. 
Things have come to such a 
pass that most insurance com­ 
panies refuse compensation to 
a householder who does not 
doublelock the door, even for 
as brief an absence as a half 
hour. It seems it now is up to 
the individual to ensure his 
security, especially if works 
of art, jewels or antiques are 
in danger. 
Security 
m anufacturers 
warn that making a door look 
like Fort Knox is of no earthly 
use if the lock itself is not ab­ 
solutely burglar proof. Many 
locks fill a burglar’s heart 
with joy, those which are 
child’s play to force. So-called 
arm ored doors are not 
foolproof if only because they 
can be jim m ied off their 
hinges. 
Another fact is that thieves 
are well informed about the 
latest inventions. 
"Som e 
professionals,” said artisan 
Jean Pourchot, "buy the 
latest standard models used in 
new apartment houses and 
study the tools capable of for­ 


cing locks with the least possi­ 
ble delay.” 
All thieves, however, are 
not old hands. Usually, if at 
the end of five minutes a 
potential housebreaker is un­ 
successful, he abandons any 
hope of getting in. But many

by 
a 
householder’s 
negligence. 
Recently a young delinquent 
told the judge with disarming 
candor: " I can burgle as 
many as 30 apartments in one 
day just by finding the key un­ 
de* the m at.” Hiding money 
in the flour bin, refrigerator, 
gas stove, behind a radiator, 


and such is no security. 
B u rg lars usually make 
straight for these points. 
Again, a letter box jammed 
with m ail, in the modern 
apartment buildings without 
the eagle-eyed “ concierge” of 
old, who seldom missed any 
comings and goings past her 
cubby-hole, is just another in­ 
vitation to the potential law­ 
breaker. 
A complication with the new 
burglar-proof gadgets is their 
high cost — from $500 to $1500. 
According to the leading firm 
specializing in such devices, 
there is no surefire burglar- 
proof system. “ Every apart­ 
m ent and house needs a 
different apparatus. The big 
thing is to be sure it is in 
perfect working order. Some 
sound detectors go off at the 
slightest noise, with the result 
that nobody moves when it is 
really urgent.”

This sign of the times, 
perhaps the result of an 
affluent society, engendered 
the proliferation of firms 
specializing in anti-burglary 
devices, some guaranteed to 
halt any attempt at breaking 
into a home.
